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AN ACT concerni ng teacher protection.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The School Code is anmended by changing

Section 24-24 as foll ows:

Sec. 24-24. Mai nt enance of discipline. Subject to the
limtations of all policies established or adopted under
Section 14-8.05, teachers, other «certificated educational
enpl oyees, and any other person, whet her or not a
certificated enployee, providing a related service for or
with respect to a student shall maintain discipline in the
school s, including school grounds which are owned or | eased
by the board and used for school purposes and activities. 1In
all matters relating to the discipline in and conduct of the
school s and the school children, they stand in the relation
of parents and guardians to the pupils. This relationship
shall extend to all activities connected with the school
program including all athletic and extracurricul ar prograns,
and my be exercised at any tinme for the safety and
supervision of the pupils in the absence of their parents or
guar di ans.

Nothing in this Section affects the power of the board to
establish rules with respect to discipline; except that each
board shall establish a policy on discipline, and the policy
so established shall provide, subject to the limtations of
all policies established or adopted under Section 14-8. 05,
that a teacher, other certificated enployee, and any other
person, whether or not a certificated enployee, providing a
related service for or with respect to a student my use

reasonable force as needed to maintain safety for the other
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students, school personnel or persons or for the purpose of
self defense or the defense of property, shall provide that a
t eacher may renove a student from the classroom for
di sruptive behavior, and shall include provisions which
provi de due process to students. The policy shall not

i ncl ude sl apping, paddling or prolonged nmaintenance of

students in physically painful positions nor shall it include
the intentional infliction of bodily harm In addition to
any other civil imunity provided by lawwith regard to a

person's effort to enforce a school district's policy on

di sci pli ne, school board nenbers, teachers, principals,

adm ni strators, and other school enployees have the inmmunity

provi ded under Section 2-211.5 of the Local CGovernmental and

Governnent al Enpl oyees Tort I mmunity Act.

The board nay mnake and enforce reasonable rules of
conduct and sportsmanship for athletic and extracurricul ar
school events. Any person who violates such rules my be
deni ed adm ssion to school events for not nore than one year,
provided that witten 10 days notice of the violation is
gi ven such person and a hearing had thereon by the board
pursuant to its rules and regulations. The adm nistration of
any school may sign conplaints as agents of the school
agai nst persons commtting any offense at school events.

infjury arising out of an act or omi ssion by that person, in

his or her official capacity, in that person's effort to

enforce the school district's policy on discipline, unless

the act or omssion is reckless or violates a State or
